ANTI-MONOPOLY.

. Cnicaao, July 8. 
, The afternoon session began at . 2:45 
o’clock. Mr. A. J. Streeter, Chairman of 
the Committee on Resolutions, announced 
that the committee was ready to report. 
Mr. J. F. Crews, the Secretary.of the Com- 
mittee, then read the platform. After an 
address to the people of the United States, 
the platform declares as follows: 
PLATFORM. 

All corporations, including those formed for 
the transportation of persons and products, 
are creatures of the States and General Gov- 
pape pct to oy Prmennsse and it is the 

uty of the men regulate transpor 
para oy a reggae ad poset 
mum charges, preven’ pe and -other 
like opntindilons and discriminations be- 
twéen towns ang indiyiduals, and: the consol 
idation of competing linés, thus protecting 
the corporationsin ther lecal rights and the 
people from extortionate charges, 

To secure these things we demand that the 
next Congress, by one of its committees, shail 
thoroughly investigate the cost of railways 
and transportation, so that it may act intelli- 
gently on those subjects and enact such laws 
as the protection of the people demand. 

A postal telegraph system is demanded by 
every interest in the country, to be operated 
by the, Postal Department. 

Under a liberal and equitable construction 
of law States and corporations have forfeited 
105,000,060. acres of land, a territory as large as 
the five great States of New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, now sup- 
porting a population of over 18,000,000 of peo- 
pie, and this land now legally and equitably 

elongs to the people of the United States; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That it is the duty of Congress to 
declare forfeited «all lands not equitably 
earned by a construction of the designated 
roads within the time prescribed by law for 
completion, and restore the same to the pub- 
iic domain for the benefit of actual settlers, 
; and all public lands shall be reserved for the 
use of actual settlers. 

We view with alarm the acquisition of lands 
in the United States by non-resident foreign- 
ers, and we favor such changes in the laws as 
will prevent the ownersbip-of any part of our 
soil ad any except residents, 

We oppose the issue and control of the cur- 
rency by banks of issue which now enjoy the 
tow privilege of charging interest upon 
their own promises to pay, and we demand a 
restoration to the people's government of its 
fuil sovereignty over ali money, both metallic 
and paper, to be a full legal tender. 

We tfuvor the coinage of gold and silver 
upon equal terms, and demand that the vo!- 
ume of money be carefully restricted by law. 
We demand that the national banking system 
| be abolished and the national banke vuid off 
as speedily as possible in the lawful money of 
| the United States. We demand the establish- 
nent of'a graduated income-tax. Posial sav- 
| Ings’ banks shall be established, that the peo- 
ple may have a safe depository. Gambling in 
the necessaries of life, and combifaations 
| which enable monopolists to control the na-

As the vote was announced it was 
cheered heartily. 

After the addresses were finished, Mr. 
James K. Magie offered the following: 

Resolved, That while this conference is pre- 
pareito declare that woman shou!d enjoy 
every political right accorded to man, we be- 
Neve that this isa subject for State action 
and we respectfully reiegate the subject to 
the citizens of the several States. 

This resolution was adopted finally after 
a heated debate and many bitter person- 
alities. 

Mr. Kehoe, of New York, then moved 
that all relating to the tariff in the platform 
be struck out, and demanded a vote on it 
by States, the result being 124 nays and 25 


ayes. 

"* resolution was then adopted to nom 
nate a permanent National President, Vice- 
President, Secretary, Assistant Secretary, 
and also a Vice-President for each State 
with power to nominate assistants.

| te a Tree---Howard’s Crime, 
pe — Caro, LiL, July 6. 
Mound City was the scene. of much ex- 
citement this morning over thé lynching of 
|Nelson Howard, cotored,; for the murder 
‘of John Kane on the 4th inst, About two 
joclock a squad of twenty-five or thirty 
‘masked men came up.from the direction of 
‘Cairo on three hand-cars, and unloaded at 
ja point just below Mound City. They broke 
‘open the tool-house of the Wabash Road 
an@ took 4 large spike hammer therefrom. 
They then proceeded to the jail. , Arriving 
there, they awoke the jailer and demanded 
'the keys of the cells. Being itiformed the 
(Sheriff had the keys, they ordered the 
jailer to stand aside, and told him they 
wanted no trifling; they came. there to 
ages the negro. White some took care of 
the jailer, others broke down the jail door 
with the spike ‘hammer. After gain- 
ing admission, they found their vic- 
tim in an. iron cell, the lock of 
which they broke off. The negro 
evidently understood the meaning of the 
noise outside the jail, for he immediately 
set up a piteous howl. He fought desper- 
ately when they attempted to remove him, 
and was shot several times by the lynchers. 
He was dragged about fifty yards from the 
jail and swung to a limb of atree by a 
rope. It is thought he was dead even be- 
fore he was lynched. A negro who was on 
the lookout for trouble rang the school-house 
bell for a few minutes, but failed to callout 
many people, for they had some apprehen- 
tion of the trouble and did not,care to take 





— in it. The lynchers departed as si- 
ently as they came and left .no.clew as to 
who they might be. Tho negro was 


eut down by the Sheriff, who arrived short- 
ly after the lynching. 
HOWARD’S CRIME. 

Howard killed’ John Kane, a white man, 
and, of course, general belief is that the 
on fot was composed of Kane's 
riends.

; into an argument on the cars, and it grew 
into a drunken quarrel. There was a 
number of people in the car and con- 
siderable taiking.and confusion, and it 
| seems nobody noticed these two were quar- 
| reling until Kane whipped out a pistol. It 
appears, however, he was too drunk to use 
it. The negro sprang on him and wrenched 
the weapon from his grasp, fired two shots 
in quick succession, then sprang from the 
train and escaped. The first bullet struck 
' Kane in the forehead, making a flesh 
wound; the second entered his chest, pro- 
ducing death in about an hour. After he 
was shot it was discovered Kane had been 
cut, the negro having evidently used the 
knife before Kane drew his pistol. This 
happened just as the train was entering 
the depot at Mound City. Howard was 
captured next morning and jailed at Mound 
City until taken out this morning.

MEETS HIS DEATH AT THE 
HANDS OF A HUSBAND 





Enraged by an Attempted Outrage 
upon his wife. 
The investigation of the killing of 
Ed Coles by Jehn Aday Tuesday 
morning, took place before Judge 
Barclay Tuesday evening. The testi- 
mony elicited the following facts: 
Coles, aged about 18, had been em- 
ployed by Mr, Aday to tend a crop at 
his home about three miles north 
west of town staying on the premises 
as a protection, he being employed as 
night watchman at the M. & C. depot 
and consequently absent at_ night. 
Everything worked smoothly until 
Sunday night, it appears, near mid- 
night. Near this hour Mrs. Aday, 
who, while attending to her sick child 
had dropped asleep on the edge of 
the bed, was disturbed and awakened 
by a man bending over her, in the act 
of attempting violence on her, whom 
she recognized as Ed Coles, The 
children were asleep upon a pallet 
near the bed. In her fright she 
clasped his hand and screamed, where- 
upon he blew eut the light and hasti- 
ly withdrew, she testifying that she 
heard him enter his own room and lie 
down, Other parties on the place 
were aroused. 


Jack Kelly, a colored witness saw 
where the door had been forced and 
the fastening broken off, and went 
immediately to Coles’ room charging 
him with the deed. He was convinc- 
ed by his behavior that he was guilty, 
Coles standing around in the rain for 
an hour or more and afterward leay-

If separated by accident 
or force, they will seize and try to save 
the imperiled packet of eggs and re- 
fasten it to the body. ur corre- 
spondent makes this quotation from 
*‘Wood's Natural History."’ 

“The Lycosids, or wolf spiders, are 
all ground livers, and take their prey 
in fair chase instead of eatching it in 
nets. They are mostly found among 
herbage, low bushes, fallen leaves and 
similar localities; and if. they should 
happen. to feel alarmed, they run for 
safety under stones, mosses, rocks and 
into any accidental crevice inthe earth. 
The family includes an immense num- 
ber of species, which are found in 
almost every part of the world. The 
female is. extremely fond of her eggs 
and young., She envelops her eggs in 
silk, and forms them into a globular 
ball, which’ she always carries’ *about 
with her until the young are hatched. 
When the time comes for the little 
spiders to make their appearance in the 
world, the mother tears open the en- 
velope, and so aids her young to escape. 
As soon as they are fairly out of the 
egg, they transfer themselves to the 
body of their parent, where they clin 
in such numbers that, she is hardly visi- 
ble under her swarming brood. They 
remain with their mother, through the 
winter, and in the following spring the 
young disperse to seek their own living. 
About June the female has made up 
her little packet of eggs, inclosed in a 
sow white silken envelope, and carries 
this burden about wherever she goes. 
Nothing will separate her from her 
eggs. If the packet is forcibly re- 
moved, she remains on the spot, hunt- 
ing in every direction, and evidently 
suffering great. distress;’ and if the 
white ball be laid near by, she soon 
spies it out, darts at it almost fiercely, 
and carries it off.” 

A large spider of this kind, adds our 
correspondent, caught in the. woods 
near Palmer last week, was accidently 
separated from her packet of eggs. and 
upon putting it into the box with the 
spider, she immediately seized it, and 
spun a thread attaching it again firmly 
to her body, . It has now the range of 
a fernery, and readily takes flies when 
thrown in. The family watch with 
interest further developments.—Hart- 
ford (Conn.)
